The funeral of Mrs. W. J. Wayne was 


h_ejjd from the First Baptist church Sun- 
day at i o'clock p. IE. The services 
were conducted by Rev. D. F. Howe of 
the First M. E. church, in the absence 
of Rev. J. D. Jordan, pastor of the Bap- 
tist church, of which deceased was a 
member. Arrangements had been made 
by which the friends might view the 
body at tho family residence from 8 to 
12 o'clock, and a very large number took 
the last look of all that remained on 
earth of one whom they loved and with 
whom they had enjoyed many pleasant 
and profitable hours. 


The funeral address by Rev. Mr. Howa 


was based on the text from Rphesians, 
3: 15: "Of whom the whole family iu 
heaven and earth is named," In part he 
said: 


The great poot hua said that "One 


touch of Nature makes the whole world 
kin." May wo nottjo a step further and 
say that one touch of Borrow makes us 
to realize that kinship? The human 
family is superficially separated by many 
lines of cleavage, but how quickly a 
great sorrow makes us realize our funda- 
mental relationship. This is true par- 
ticularly of the Christian element. We 
may differ, in many things but a great 
sorrow shows us how superficial they 
are and we get down to the great bed 
rock of ii common relationship in Christ. 
We are us Paul indicates, of onejgreat 
family, So this afternoon I do not talk 
to you us a Methodist; and to you as 
Baptists, but as a- members of the fam- 
ily of earth and heaven, talking to others 
of that same great family about one who 
is not only your sister but mine, and the 
sister of every child of God. 


I like to come into this groat family 


circle at such n tmio as this. Do we not 
all know thut tho family circle of this 
life is the harbor where wo find rest 
after the more or less stormy voyage of 
the day. When a child where did we 
find comfort but in the old circle at our 
mother's knee. So to-day in this our 
sorrow let us stand in the great circle of 
the divine family. Is it not comforting 
to think thac she whom we mourn was 
a member of this same family, and us 
such honored her father? Tho child 
holds to a great extent tho father's 
honor in his hands—so the child of God. 
She honored him by making known to 
those about her the features of her 
father. There are girls who resemble 
their mother so much that after thut 
mother is dead and gone you may know 
what she looked like by them. There are 
christianawho resemble God BO much we 
may know his moral nature by them. She 
was ono, It is great to honor God b^ 
ranking His power known as the astron- 
omer and the geologist does, but greater 
to make known His moral nature. She 
honored her father by fidelity to His 
cause. Even as tho private makes tho 
general great by carrying out his plans. 
God is great because of the fidelity of 
His private soldiers. She loved the 
Baptist church because she believed it 
the way to glorify God. And whiio you 
have suffered a great loss yet in another 
sense she is always with you. There are 
many beautiful islands in tho greut sea 
that boar aloft a wealth of palms and 
[lowers, and yot those islands were 
builded by the coral insect, millions ef 
whose bodies are sown in its founda- 
tions. So the church lifts itself above 
tho sea of time upborne on the imper- 
ishable life ot faithfulness. She honored 
her Father by hor fidelity to Him 
in the home 
And this is the true test 


of one's religion. I do not consider that

Tho "reform" editor with the live con- 


Boionce has flopped end kicked in one 
motion. He bos taken Mayor Conklin 
In his protecting arms and declared his 
love for him and ut the same time an- 
nounced that thu gamblers have declar- 
ed a boycott against his business. This 
is both beautiful and horrible. It ie 
beautiful to see brethren reconciled and 
dwelling together in unity.

Ho should weigh the fact that when 


ho was malting what ho calls his "vigor- 
ous light against tho gamblers," but 
whioh.ae.B matter of fact wae in the 
nature of u boycott, growing out of a 
misunderstanding with the fraternity, 
tho gamblers ir. all that timo made DO 
ollort to boycott him or take "our sculp" 
as ho denominates it for the sake of 
euphony, Ho did not oven hear of sue^i 
u thing on the streets. 
He now admits 


thut gambling haa boon suppressed and 
in the sumo Hop discovers they are try- 
ing to boycott him. 
If 4ill tho time he 


wns makinghiB"vigovouarlght" tha gam- 
blers wore running wido open and mak- 
ing money "hand over flat" thoy did not 
doom his light of sulTlcient importance to 
order u boycott, it is not reasonable 
to suppose that after thoy have been 
suppressed thoy would be inclined to 
spend much timo boycotting him. He 
is too easily ularmed, entirely too timid.

If there were 
one hundred or a thousand of him he 
would probably go on a strike and 
organize a boycott. 


In hie lectures in Decatur he f urn 


ishad sufficient reasons why ho should 
not hold tho chair ia the faculty of the 
institution ho taen held. He proved 
himself to be the blindest kind of-a 
theorist and a dangerous man to lecture 
before young men who must meet the 
practical side of business and life. 


No institution could expect to succeed 


along the line of securing tho most de 
sirablo students, with a man holding 
tho theories that governed Prof. Bemis 
at tho head of its political economy de- 
partment, and it was time that a suc- 
cessor should be installed. The Chicago 
Evening Journal has evidently watched 
tho course of Prof. Bemis judging by 
what it says touching his dismissal. It 
says in su,liming up the question of dis- 
missal: 


In the meantime tho Journal 
bo- 


lioves that Profeosor Bemis' eccentric 
and seemingly nebulous ideas on social 
questions sufficiently explain the anxiety 
of iho University o! Chicago to get rid of 
him. 
Ho hae nut that stability of mind 


which fits thoscholar fora professor's du- 
ties, He hascxposed this himself on many 
occasions, and it would sufHce to render 
his dismissal expedient if not impera- 
tive to retain tho services of a professor 
whoso itch for teaching popular fallacies 
is likely to bo credited to the university 
whose title he bears. 


The Dog Catcher in Politics. 


The/ Democracy of Illinois having 


failed to make free silver a howling and 
catchy issue, is looking out for other 
promising issues. At the present time 
it is looking over the dog question and 
sounding it as a vote catcher. The new 
Democrat paper, the Chicago Chronicle, 
so far as known, is entitled to the credit 
of llrst calling attention to dogs and dog 
catchers as an issue. Commenting on 
this tho Chicago Evening Journal says: 


With equal rabidness the Chronicle 


discusses the inhumanity of Mclvnloy- 
ism and Chicago dog-catchers.

Now as a matter of fact the duty of 


dog-cutcher in ordinary to u great mu- 
nicipality is not ono calculated to enlist 
the services of genteel Christians. City 
ordinances, 
however 
carefully 
and 


humanely drown, render dogs running 
at large liable to arrest on suspicion 
und 
incarceration 
without 
warrant. 


Thoy are deemed guilty until they are 
proved innocent. All dogs are curs in 
the eye of your genuine dog-catcher; if 
they arc not he has mistaken his occu- 
pation. Ho can not have tho export 
knowledge of a dog fancier, nor is he en- 
titled to discriminate between the full 
blood of the champion class and the 
mixed blood of the mongrel. Dogs of 
nigh degree and low degree, dogs with 
pedigrees and without, are just dogs to 
him, nothing more. 


If the city dog-catcher had tho educa- 


tion nnd fine sensibilities of Mr. Sey- 
mour-Russell ho would be editing a 
great metropolitan newspaper and not 
chasing the unlicensed cur for a living, 


Wisdom of the Colored People.

Wages.

who cuts and shocks corn this year at 
6 cent| a shock will earn every cent of 
his money 
Never in the history of the 


country has the growing corn at this 
season of the year reached so uniformly 
great height. 
Most of it is now far 


above the aveiage man's head, and it 
bus abundance of time yet to go sky- 
ward befoie the stationary period id 
reached 
Instead of having to stoop 


as was the case m some fie'cls last year, 
the corn busker may ha\e to wear 
stilts in order to reach the ears of corn 
Fields arc well tnsseled and the ears be- 
gan to snoot some time ago 
The ordi 


nury shock of coin contains all the 
stalks 1:1 twelve hills each way, or 144 
hills, if the stand is perfect. With an 
aveiage of three stalks to the hill, it 
would mean 43'J ours of eoijn in each 
shock. To cairy heavy ears and heavier 
stalks the corn cutter will be obliged to 
do a deal of traveling. It la estimated 
that if the average man this yeai sue 
coeds in cutting [orty shocks a day and 
tying it he will necessarily rise with the 
sun and bo very busj until sunset. 
Corn cutting is to day poihaps the most 
remunerative kind of farm labor and it 
is at the same time regarded by mnny 
the hutdest. Naturally one accomplishes 
much more when working by the shock 
than whon ho is engaged by the day or 
month. It is ofteutimes a harvest foi 
the poor man 
He may put to woik all 


his boys who are over 12 years old and 
very olten the faithful wifo allows her 
self to bo drafted into the service

gether they may be able to put up 100 
shocks of corn a day 
One man has fro 


quontly ecoied that number, but not 
when the stalks are us big 116 they prom- 
ise to become this season.

to the sale of property for ta\cs became 
a law without the governor's signature. 
It provides that the person at a tax 
Bttle offering to pay the amount due on 
each tiact or lot fur the lenst percentage 
thereon as penalty shall be the pur 
chaser, provided that DO bid shall bo ac- 
cepted for a penalty exceeding 25 per 
cunt of the amount of Buch tax or special 
assessment. 
Real property sold under 


this act shall be redeemed at the will of 
the owner befoie the expiration of two 
years by a payment of the icquired 
amount. 
If the property is redeemed 


in from G to 12 months the amount for 
which it was sold together with twice the 
amount of penalty bid, shall bo nee38 
sary for the redemption of tho property, 
if between twelve and eighteen months, 
the amount for which tho property was 
sold, together with thioo throe timoa the 
amount of tho penalty bid, shall be nee 
ofisnrj for redemption, and from eighteen 
mouths to two years, the amount foi 
which tho property was sold, together 
with four tnnos tho penalty bid, mav bo 
exacted 
The poison redeeming shall 


also pay the amount of all taxes and 
special assessments accruing after such 
sale, with ten per cent pc'ialty thtieon, 
nnlosB such subsequent tux or assess- 
ment has boon paid by or on behalf of 
the person in whoso benefit tho rodomp 
tion is made, and not by tho purchaser 
at the tax sule.

Parochial Schools Again. 


The Gormun Lutherans are greatly 


agitated over the recent law requiring 
that the American Hag shall bo floated 
from public buildings anil school houses. 
They construe the law as an encroach- 
ment upon their private rights to con- 
duct parochial schools without interfer- 
ence from tho state, und that a manda- 
tory luw such as the flag law, is such an 
interference. They say they do not ob- 
ject to tho flag; they honor it, but they 
do resent tho state's order that they 
must llout tho Hag over their purochiul 
schools. 


Tho indications are that much con- 


tention similar to that which followed 
tho compulsory school luw, will grow 
out of the flag law. This is to bo de- 
plored 
It argues that there is some- 


thing between parochial schools a ad the 
prorogations of the stato that don't run 
smooth. Either tho state or tho pn- 
rochiul school will have to yield a point 
sommvhovo. Tho people will not long 
endure this everlasting fuss whenever 
tho stato undertakes to legislate in rela- 
tion to its schools. 


Wo are not prepared to say that the 


Hag law io its present shape is wise. We 
'are nut prepared to say tho opposition of 
tho Gorman Lutherans is wise or pru- 
dont. But wo are prepared to say that, 
as u result of these contentions, t,he 
people of the state will finally interfere 
in a way that will settle tho matter and 
end tho conflict. 


Ono of the ministers of that denomi- 


nation in quoted ns sujing: "Wo love the 
flag, but we will not be told when and 
where to fly it. Our schools ore our 


own. 
They belong to us, but if we must 


fly tho American or any other flag over 
them, they no longer belong to us." 
That minister no doubt is honest in his 
views, and ho uttjrs them on tho theory 
that 
tho parochial school, being a 


church school is independent of the 
power (the state) which controls the 
public school which belongs to all tho 
people.

Tho 
people want these schools for the pur- 
pose of giving the young who are on the 
road to citizenship a primary education 
to fit them for citizenship und the ques- 
tion whether part of our citizens may 
notonl) wnivo the public school on tho 
pretext that they are conducting religi- 
ous schools but niiao n contention with 
tho state—tho people—whone\er they 
undoi'talto to legislate in relation to their 
common schools will somo day have to 
bo settled if these conflicts continue.

A Circular of Special Interest to 


Those Who Intend Going to 


Chattanooga. 


General J. S. Fullerton, chairman of 


the Chicamaugua and Chattanooga Mil- 
itary Park association, has issued the 
following circular rthich may correct 
wrong impressions abo'^t the securing 
of quarters by those who intend to go to 
Chattanooga to attend the dedication of 
the national military park.

As the Number of the Mlpaln? 


Constantly Increases. 


SEARCHING THE RUINS FOR THE DEAD 


Who Perished by thi Collapse of an 


Eight-Siory Building in New York— 


Seven Bodies Found and Many 


Yet to be Accouned For. 


NEW YOHK, Aiifr. 9.—The horrors at- 


tending the collapse of the eight-story 
structure at the corner of West Broivd- 
way and West Third struct yesterday 
were not lessened, but intensified, to- 
day by tlie finding of 
three more 


bodies, making- six dead as far as 
known. And to add to the calamity, 
not all the missing hare been ac- 
counted for. As a result, inony nn.\- 
ions friends and relatives hover near 
the scene, with just n grain of hope to 
relieve them of the dreadful suspense. 
The ordeal is a terrible one, and not a 
few stout hearts trembler! in the face 
of so much distress anil misery. 


The work of removing' the debris in 


necessarily slow, owing to the heavy 
weight of iron beams, braces, brick 
ceilings and mortar. 


The workmen IIUTC not yet reached 


the spot where most of the bodies are 
supposed to be lying. The workmen 
who lost their lives are believed to 
have been in or near the center of the 
building 
when 
the 
crash 
came, 


and most of the bodies are expected to 
be found near the center of the pile of 
debris. 


That there are many bodies beneath 


the ruins there is no doubt. But one 
of the men thought to have bean lost 
has reported himsolf alive, and it is be- 
lieved that there are at len.it nine 
bodies which will be discovered before 
the ruins have been turned over by 
the workmen. 


The work will continue without a 


moment's intermission until it is com- 
pleted. There will be a day gang and 
a night gang. It is thought that sev- 
eral of the bodies will be found before 
nightfall. 


Thti coroner's inquest, at which an 


endeavor will be made to fix the blame 
for the disaster, will be held on the 
15th inst. The jury will be composed 
of civil engineers and business men. 


At noon to-day it was learned that 


Michael Farrcll, of Rutherford, N. J., 
who was supposed to be among the 
missing, had reported all right. 
He 


escaped from the building as it fell. 


The Lint of the MUnlnE Contluuea to 


Grow* 


NEW YOIIK, Aug. 10.—All night, un- 


der the flamizigllghb of gasoline lamps, 
the gangs of men who were clearing 
away the ruins worked in the shut- 
tered building. The list of the miss- 
Ing has. grown, so that, although seven 
bodies have been recovered, eight more 
are still missing. 


Tho seventh body taken from the 


ruins was uncovered by the workmen 
shortly after 11 o'clock last night. It 
was that of Augustus Phillips, the 
truck driver, whose horse and truck 
had been found in the street outside 
the building after the crash, and who 
was believed to have perished. 


SUNK 
IN A COLLISION

steamers Britannic and Russia were in 
collision in the Detroit river just be- 
low Wyaudotte shortly before 5 o'clock 
last evening, and, as a result, the Urit- 
anuic was sunk and one of her fire- 
men was drowned. The Russia was 
quite badly damaged, but managed to 
keep afloat until she reached the De- 
trait drydock. 


The steamers exchanged the proper 


passing signals but just before they 
rea chud each other, the wheel chain 
of the llriliinnlc broke aud she took u 
sudden sheer directly across the bow 
of the Russia. 


There wus no time to avoid a colli- 


sion, and the Russia struck her on the 
starboard side amidships, opening a 
big gap. The Britannic filled and 
sank immediately. All of the crew 
with the exception of a fireman, called 
Charley, escaped. 


The llritannic was valued at SliO.OOO, 


which is covered by insurance. 
The 


extent of the Russia's damage in not 
known.

An interesting point for the party was 
the factory where mosaics and fine laces 
were made. 
The 
pilgrims 
enjoyed 


savoral trips over the waters in the 
Venetian gondolas which are the car- 
riages of Venice. 


St. Mark's Square is the finest in the 


world. The buildings which surround 
it are all of white marble. 
Passing 


through the square, the children with 
tho purty fed tho famous tamo pigeons, 
who were very intimate with tho people 
from Decatur, alighting on their heads 
and shouldora. For over 700 years these 
birds have boon held sacred and pro- 
tected by tho city authorities. 
The 


party stopped at tbe Grand Hotel, which 
at one time WHS the castle ur residence 
of an ancient nobleman. Many of the 
old cautles have been bought by wealthy 
Americans, and converted into palaces 
for residence.

WASHINGTON, Aup. la—Acting Sec- 
retary Adee yesterday received from 
United States Consul-General Jerni- 
£an at Shanghai » dispatch, dated 
,Tu!y 22, enclosing four letters re- 
ceived by him from missionaries giv- 
ing in great detail accounts ol the 
events iu China leading up to the riots 
'against the missionaries at Chengtu, 
in the province of Szechuen. One of 
these, from Spencer I^auir. very com- 
prehensive in scope, dated Chung-king, 
China, says that the West China mis- 
sion of 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 


church is the only American mission 
represented in Chengtu, The Ameri- 
cans there were Rev. Olin Cady and 
wife, II. L, Canwright, SI. D., and 
wife and two children, and Rev. J. F. 
Peat and wife and two children. 


This mission owned but cue piece of 


property in Cheniftu, on which was a 
Chinese building fitted up for tlie resi- 
dence of two families; a Chinese build- 
ing used as a chapel, a dispensary aud 
minor structures. 
Mr. Lanirsays that 


substantially all these arc gone, even 
the paving- stones being- cnrriil out of 
the courts, The total loss, exclusive 
ol personal losses, is about fi.OOO tacls 


The American liaptist Missionary 


union had stations in Sui Fu, Kaiting 
ancl Yacheo. The missions and per- 
sonal property at Kaiting- and Yacheo 
are probably all lost, though particu- 
lars had uot been received by Mr. La- 
nir when his letter was written. 


At Sui Fu the Americans owned a 


great deal of property, but not much 
damage was clone to it. 


Mr. Lanir describes the various at- 


tacks made on the missons at Chenp- 
tu, the particular^

! been printed in American newspapers. 


In the attack on the premises of the 
Cftnadiiiu Methodist mission, the two 
physicians in charge of the hospital 
and chapel which were afterwards 
looted and burned, kept the mob at 
bay, but the officials would give no as- 
sistance, although several of them 
were quite near. Late that evening, 
May 28, the members oE the American 
Methodist mission sought refuge in the 
district magistrate's yamen, but \vere 
refused and told they would be pro- 
tected if they returned home. 
Rely- 


ing upon this promise, they were en- 
tirely unprepared for the mob which 
soon visited them and had barely time 
to escape. 


Operations were renewed by the 


mob at daybreak next day, and before 
noon the attack was general on all the 
Catholic 
and 
Protestant 
mission 


places. 
The 
American Methodists, 


from their hiding places in an attic 
only six feet away, watched the mob 
for twelve hours plundering their 
houses. 


Some of the 10,000 soldiers in the 


province assisted in the looting, and 
dug- up a number of boues which they 
took to the district's yaraen, repre- 
senting1 to them, that they were the 
bones of babes, which the foreigners 
had eaten. 
"The viceroy," says Mr. 


Lanir, "and consequently all the 
lower officials, were simultaneously 
suffering from a severe attack ol in- 
disposition."
